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Perth Scene Report 

The Perth underground/alternative/whatever you want to call it, is 
heavily influenced by the grunge fad and you could call it "A big day 
^out” mentality of major label alternate bands, etc. and in most cases 
wont listen to anything unless it's cool. It's a bit like laughing at 
all those people who in '92 discovered Red Hot Chilli Peppers, Nirvana, 
Mudhoney(street cred) etc. But this way its cool cos its 'alternate' 
(god I hate that word). They probably all watch "Level 23" and have 
Caligula posters on the wall. Also cool is to become crusties (but 
actually wash) and to quote a girl I know become "Drug fucked for life, 
man". Other than that, it's ok. But, there is very little amount of 
people doing creative thins eg: zines, distro's, labels and bands. In 
the case of bands, some of the blame is on the pubs /venues . There are 
only a couple that take alternative bands and in some cases you hear 
stories about the management slagging the cliental to the workers. The 
major venue is "Club Original", this popped up when "The Old Melbourne" 
closed up a couple of years ago. They used to do gigs on the basis of 

every head through the door, the club got $1 and $2 for an all ages 

show, then late last year this changed to a flat rate of $150, this is 
ok for an all ages show as you can do them with other bands and your 

friends can get in, but if you are a small band you cant afford to do an 

over age gig there(unless you have a lot of friends). The "Shenton Park 
Hotel" does 'alternative gigs' but they need to be guaranteed over 150 
people turn up for their work to book the show. The "Love Bar" is 

underground a pub with a stage that is 40 cm high and is about 3m * 3m 
with the monitors on milk crates on the "Dance floor" -very small. 

Unlike the other 2 venues mentioned, this has no security/bouncers so 
you have to check everyone's ID while admitting them. They have been 
busted a few times by the "liquor and gaming"- I've had first hand 

experience with this. 

Bands - I'll stick to the real hardcore ones. There are really 5 
or 6 that can be mentioned. These are Nailed Down, Rupture, ASS (Anti 
Social System, Cathesia, Mutt and Dead Dates in Vomit. Nailed Down 

mutated from Refuse and early on featured Kim and Nev from Refuse and 
Patto from Cachesia. The current lineup only contains Kim (the others 
being kicked out/leaving) and new members. They will have a 7 inch on 
"Yeah Mate !" and a song on an Eccentric comp. They are Japanese. 
Rupture have been around for since 1990 and have had only 1 lineup 
change (that being the drummer). They have 10 releases out, the newest 
being : 'Baser Apes' 7", split 7" with Slavestate and a live 7". They 
are Swedish styled hyper/grind, but have unfortunately ripped people off 
in the past (myself included). They claim to be "Nihilists", so that 
explains everything. Mutt are in ALL/Descendents mode who recently 
supported ALL (pity no one turned up). Geffen are rumoured to be 
interested in them (that's all we need). Cachesia are hyper grind with 
the most amazing vocalist, no recordings as yet though. ASS haven't 
played et, anti system songs. Dead Babies features Vomit, Perth's 
answer to GG Allin, stories about him are gross but classic. He's a 
nice enough guy though. I'm sure there are other bands forming, myself 
and Don (pagan grind) are forming one. 

Zines I Pagan Grind is a cool zine. A5 size, a new issue is 
available and features : Toxic Narcotic, TOE TO TOE(rip), Scroungers, 
Primitive Tribes and others. TMT is a pop-punk-garage zine which has 
many issues available. Mink (ASS/Dead Babies/Ai Carumba dist) is also 
doing a zine. Blind Conformity is coming back from the dead, issue 3 
should feature Hellnation, Destroy, Mutiny, Excrement of War and others. 
There are other zines but. I feel they are more rock/art/ or grunge, if 
you want more information write to TMT. 
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Labels : Yeah Mate ! records has so far 3 releases: Rupture 
'Corrupture' 10", Rupture/Scroungers split 7" and Rupture/Bristning 
split 7". Blind Conformity has 3 tapes available. "Stomach this" comp 
with 20 songs, 14 bands. Burma "AFM" demo, "Force of Three" comp 3 
bands, 24 songs and Acid World "Live to Air". Next release hopefully 
Scroungers/Resist/Price of Silence split. I think TMT has a label, but 
don't quote me on that.

shitload of great bands and shows 
are happening nearly every 
weekend. Everybody seems to be 

setting up shows and benefits and 

turnouts are nearly always 

decent. A number of fanzines 
have appeared and more are in the 
works. There are now not one but 
three radio shows that support 
hardcore/punk and bands are 
getting into the studio and 
recording their material for 
release with a truly DIY punk 
ethic. On the downside venues 
that book punk bands are getting 
harder to find. Max's Petersham 
which in my opinion was one of 
the best rooms in Sydney, has 
closed it's doors and opened up 
as "Luck Lil's” gambling lounge. 
The Vic on the Park Hotel in 
Enmore, which held some of the 
best punk shows during 1993 has 
since renovated. The result, a 
bigger stage, pastel painted 
walls, neon and a swing towards 
booking major acts only. Cosmic 
Snail, who were responsible for 
putting on some of the best all 
ages shows ever seen in Sydney, 
have recently lost use of the 
youth centre and are searching 
for another suitable venue. The 
Lansdowne and The Hopetoun hotels 
have stopped having bands but 
sucked anyway. The Sandringham 
hotel in Newtown refuses to book 
hardcore bands, a policy most 
Sydney venues enforce. Of the 
few pubs that do book 
punk/hardcore bands, the best 
would probably be The Vulcan 
Hotel in Ultimo which used to 
host The Mothers, Spunkbubbles, 
Hard 0ns many years ago. After 
closing their doors on live music 
about 5 years ago, they are 
taking up where The Vic on the 
Park left off. Another venue, 
Victoria Park Bowling Club or the 
Bowlow as its known as, has 
emerged. They will book punk 
bands but the managements honesty 
is questionable. The Lewisham 


Hotel will do shows on Friday 
nights(Saturday is metal night) 
but turnouts are never huge. 
Hall shows are becoming more 
regular around Newtown, being set 
up by the local bands and being 
held at the Neighbourhood Centre, 
the police boys club(Erskinville) 
and at Bur land hall. All these 
shows are all-ages, which is one 
thing Sydney desperately needs : 
more of. Now on with the : 

bands... Minute Minder are my i 
favourite local act at the ! 
moment. Easily the most | 

energetic band in Sydney. ! 
They're fast, their songs are j 
short and their lyrics are smart, j 
They sound a lot like Minor i 
Threat and play a raging version ' 
of Battalion of Saints "second 
coming". Basically they rule. i 
Subversion have recorded 4 songs | 
that will be released as an ep on 
No Deal Records in June. ! 
Subversion also appear on a : 
Sydney hardcore comp ep entitled 
"Circle Storm" with Savage 
Cabbage, Minute Minder, 
Persecution and Toe to Toe. They 
also have 2 tracks on the "Sounds 
of Ordinary Madness" compilation 
cd on Melbourne's Deported 
records. Blitz Babiez released a 
3 track ep "Times Ticking" also 
on No Deal, which sold out in 
under 6 weeks. They have toured 
Qld twice recently and it seems 
that they have become good 
friends with Brisbane AIM. The 2 
bands are to record for a split 
ep that will have an anti-racism 
theme. Savage Cabbage toured 
Melbourne and came back to record 
a demo, 10 originals and a cover 
of Bold's "Wise up". The tape is 
also sold with a lyric booklet 
and a sticker. Big changes in 
the ranks of Toe to Toe. Billy, 
Bibs and Sean left the band about 
6 months ago and they've just 
started playing out again with a 
new line up and a set of mostly 
new songs. Sean and Billy have a 
new band going that was called 
Madhouse but due to another band 
with the same name (and threats

Hard On's played more 
i; shows overseas last year than 
they did in Australia. They are 
taking a well deserved break. 

; Best new band I've seen in awhile 
; are Mindrot. Sick Tunage, sorta 
; like a sped up Born Against, with 
? deep guttural vocals. They have 
; only played 1 show, they're hard 
; to describe but hey, I'm 
; impressed. Switchstance have 

^ been together for a while but I'm 
^ yet to see them play. They do a 
^ Gorilla Biscuits song so they 


can't be too bad. Lawnsmell, 
probably Sydney's most underrated 
band, play excellent, upbeat 
pop/punk. They cover songs by 
Snuff and Screeching Weasel and 
their originals are just as good 
as either of these bands. They 
have 2 bass players, male and 
female vocals and an ep that will 
be out on their own label in the 
near future. Melancholy recorded 
a 4 song demo a while ago. The 
songs definitely have a Nirvana 
feel to them yet they still have 
a sound of their own. Bass 
player Morgan was recently 

featured in local skate mag 
Static. Smut are a punk band 

from NZ who have relocated to 
Sydney. They left their drummer 
behind so Nathan from Savage 
Cabbage is standing in for them. 
Smut put out a demo back in NZ 
which got great reviews in 
American anarchist zine Profane 
Existence. Stalins Organ come 
from out Hornsby way. Their 
tunes are punk along the same 
lines as Conflict etc. They are 
fronted by 2 female vocalists and 
will be on a split ep with Feral 
Dreams. Feral Dreams play fast 

noisy punk. Their bass player, 
Murray is releasing the project 
on his own label. Scratch and 
Bite records. Other Hornsby 

bands include Crumpethead, 
Crumble and Scum of the Earth. 2 
hours north of Sydney is 
Newcastle where there is a small 
yet active scene. The two main 
bands are No Reason and Big Men 
Fly. No Reason put out a cool ep 
"Someday" on their label. Life 
after Latex. Big Men Fly play 
straight up hardcore and will 
have a cd out soon. Both bands 
have played Sydney and both 
received a positive response. 
Other bands out of 
town/interstate that have played 
over the last few months include 
AIM and Dreamkillers(Brisbane), 
Undinism(Geelong) , Price of 
Silence(Adelaide) and from 
Melbourne Christbait, Magnacite, 
BeanfUpper and Damaged. Well 
thats about it. I think I've

covered everything but I'm sure 
to have left something important 
out. I've mainly concentrated on 
the punk/hardcore scene as that 
is what holds the most interest 
for me. If you want to be kept 
up to date on what's happening in 
Sydney, punk or otherwise Loaded 
to the Gills fanzine comes out 
bi-monthly and has news and 
interviews with local bands and 
whoever else is passing through 
town at the time. It's a good 
read so write them at PO BOX 141 
Camperdown NSW 2050. Anyway, I've 
rambled too much, adios. 
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Many years ago there was a 
homemade ramp affectionately 
called "The Blue Ramp" by us 
Vermont locals, this was the 
start of the Vermont ramp as we 
know it now. After many meetings 
with council persons we ended up 
getting the ramp next to Vermont 
shopping centre. Which has held 
many memorable sessions and 
contests, even though the number 
may have dwindled since we have 
many very talented and dedicated 
vert skaters, some of the better 
ones are: Brad Drury who's just 
recently been in the states 
skating Frazier, Hendrix, Tas and 
Howard to mention a few, he has 
come back with mind blowing 
tricks such as kickflip indy's, 
chest high 540's and 360 ollie 
blunts (he has an interview in the 
last SLAP)Brad is also a very 
dedicated masturbater(ask him I'm 
sure he'll give you details).

nose slap. Brett Lilly is also 
one of our best skaters with 
powerful and technical tricks to 
match (he recently left for WA to 
finish his apprenticeship).

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It seems that the label Deported has 
gotten off to a great start. They are 
helping bands get heard and getting 
bands off to a great start. Packaged 
with information to the brim and chock 
full of great bands that deserve the 
effort being put into them, getting this 
sort of thing off the ground takes 
commitment and determination, Scott 
obviously lives the music and wants to 
push it at far as possible. So support, 
support all you can we need more than 
Deported to give the bands what they 
deserve. Here is a short interview 
with Scott Harper from Deported 
Records. Interviewed by Matt. 

What have you completed with 

Deported Records so far? Well 
only the compilation cd so 

far(Sounds of Ordinary Madness), 
it has bands from Sydney, 
Melbourne and some other hardcore 
J and grind bands. We wanted to 
put it out with a booklet and try 
5 to keep it pretty cheap to buy 
for what you are getting. 

' Instead of your typical label 
' putting out a cd trying to make 
as much money as possible. 

i;:' What will you be doing for your 
:;:i next project? We are working on 
getting a Beanflipper cd out and 
we want to start doing split cd's 
•x with one Australian band and one 
>1: from Overseas. 

How are you organising that, what 
sort of bands are you hooked up 
i; with overseas? Well we were 
hoping to get Assuck but that 
didn't happen, they have too many 
ij; commitments, but there is a 
chance well do one with 
v Hellnation and Spazz as well, 
g But nothing definite yet, we are 
x just keeping in touch with 
g people. 

g What about vinyl? We are thinking 
I about a 7 inch but a 12 inch is 


just ridiculous, way to 
expensive. You can have 70 or 80 
minutes of music on a cd and 
still package it as good as 
vinyl. 

So tell us about the band you are 
in, Magnacite? Obviously we 
would like to do something on 
Deported as well. 

Is it hard putting your o%m band 
on your o%m label? Yeah we 
copped some shit just putting it 
on the compilation, but one way 
of looking at it is that it is a 
good reason to start up your own 
label, to help your own band out. 
So in time there will be a 
Magnacite cd on Deported, maybe 
12 months down the track. 

Was there smy band that you 
favoured while producing the cd? 
Any favourites, Magnacite was 
freaky, trying to record it and 
play. Warp Spasm and Magnacite 
recorded at the same time so I 
was running around like a madman 
for 12 hours. Christbait was 
good also, I like Christbait and 
that was done live at the GB 
though. 

Why did you pick these b€Uids, how 
did you make the decision? Well 
it was basically bands that I 
liked live and their also my 
friends, but since this has come 
out there's bands that I would 
have liked to put on it like 
Price of Silence and Minute 
Minder, next time around. 

What about the launch? 8 bands 
off the cd play the GB, 9 hours 6 
bucks. Covers our cost and make 
a little bit. 


























































So the Boney made from this will 
be used for the next cd? 
Everything made on this label 
will just go into a following 
project, like the money made off 
The Sounds of Ordinary Madness cd 
will go straight into the 
Beanflipper cd, so the launch may 
make about $1000 so that will be 
pumped into the Beanflipper cd. 
The whole label is to help out 
the bands in Australia until they 
get on to bigger things, even 
when they don't put enough effort 
into it to take it all the way 
possible. 

So bands should send you demos? 
Yep sure even if we don't end up 
helping them by putting out a 
disk, we will review it in each 
zine that comes out with each cd. 
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Karl from Earth Crisis was originally 
interviewed over the phone earlier this 
year. The interview since then was 
sent to him and some things were 
ammended, anyway here goes let the 
"firestorm" begin, interview done by 
Shane. 



Can you give us a history of 

Earth Crisis ? We started in 
1989 with myself playing bass and 
writing all the music and lyrics, 
my friend DJ sang at the time. 
He left the band as he disagreed 
with some of my militant ideas, I 
feel that militancy is necessary 
to bring an actual change, when 
things boil down violence against 
the aggressor is absolutely 
necessary, he didn't believe in 
this at the time, I believe he 
agrees a little more now. He 
does a zine called "The shame of 
cain”, DJ's my good friend he's 
sXe and vegan. The guitarist and 
drummer sold out on sXe and then 
vegetarianism so the band fell 
apart back then. 

So—your the only original member 

Yeah but I don't consider that 
the real Earth Crisis. The real 
Earth Crisis began with the line 
:: up we have today, with me Karl 23 
lyrics and vocals, Ben 19 on 
i guitar, Scott 19 on guitar, Ian 
18 on bass and Dennis 21 on 

• drums. Before we had Mike on 
r drums, he still believes in our 

philosophies he just couldn't 
tour that much, due to work. 
Since we have been together in 
1992 we have put out 2 eps "All 
Out War" on Conviction records 
: and recently "Firestorm" on 
: Victory records. We toured the 
j US with The Champions in the 

• summer of 93 and our future plans 
are to put out a full length cd 
on Victory records in 1994 and we 
toured here in December/January 
with Snapcase and Strife. The 
tour was of the east coast and a 
little bit of the mid west. The 
name Earth Crisis was originally 



made up by the first singer DJ, 
when he left the band I told him 
I wanted to use the name as it 
meant a lot to me, he was cool 
with that. I think of Earth 
Crisis is a turning point were 
things have to change, the way 
the animals are treated, the way 
humans treat other humans and the 
misuse of the environment and the 
natural world, that has to change 
at all costs. 

Can you tell us a little about 

Syracuse? Ok we have a ton of 
zines coming out, the bands are 
Solstice, Flatjacket. Green rage. 
Infusion, Blood runs black. 
Campfire and Crossection.

shows ( interrupting) ? Yes lots of 
shows, none of those bands are 
actual sXe bands but have sXe 
members. 

So there's places to play all the 

time? Yeah most of the shows are 
at the Lost Horizon that's where 
the shows have been for years, 
things are working out cool 
there. We also have a lot of 
zines here. Ugly zine. Hate zine. 
Conviction zine. Focus zine. 
Holocaust, Downfall, Black Sun 
and the Shame of Cain as I 
mentioned earlier. Everyone here 
is pretty much involved. 

And bands tour? We've had 
Chokehold, they're great and 
Bloodlet, they played here from 
Florida they're great Outspoken, 
Strife, Mean Season and Unbroken. 
Sick of it All, Mouthpiece, 108, 
everyone. 

Your "All Out War" ep. were you 

happy with that and how it sold? 

I cant say, Im totally pleased 
with the recording, before we 
didn't even practice we just went 
in and recorded. We weren't able 
to practice because the 
guitarist's mom had a baby.

vegan sXe band we are not 
hardline. The disagreement we 
have with hardline is that they 
view homosexuality as unnatural 
and therefore perverse. I feel 
that what two commited loving 
people do in the privacy of their 
bedroom is their business and no 
one else's. It doesn't matter 
where homosexuality started, 
genetic or not. If two 
consenting adults love each other 
and are commited I am not 
concerned with what they do in 
privacy. Earth Crisis is against 
promiscuity because in the end it 
always seems to cause unplanned 
pregnancies and sexually 
transmitted diseases. I am also 
against public displays of sexual 
types of affection. 


So you mean you get offended bv 

people kissing in public If they 
are all over each other. It 
doesnt belong in a public place. 

That also brings up the topic of 

abortion If a women becomes 
pregnant after being raped, I do 
feel she deserves to make her own 
choice. If she decides to end 
the pregnancy I completely 
understand because she was 
violated and was forced into the 
situation. 



Im glad vou feel that way- I 

thought you were totally against 

abortion ? 

No, no and also if an unborn 
child is severely damaged by an 
accident or its mother's drug 
abuse and it's life would be 
complete agony then it (abortion) 
would be the most merciful thing 
to do. Sometimes also if the 
woman's life has become 
endangered abortion is necessary 
for the personal safety. For 
those reasons and in those 
situations it still remains 
viable. At this time though it 
is a fact that most abortions are 
had by people who are to lazy or 
irresponsible to use birth 
control. It's clearly in the 
back of peoples minds when they 
go to far without taking the 
necessary steps to prevent 
pregnancy. Society looks upon 
abortion as another form of birth 
control. I think if you are not 
responsible for caring after a 
child or using contraception then 
you shouldn't be having 
intercourse.

There are religious reasons 
behind pro-life and pro-choice 
but neither title really fits us. 

Speaking of labels, what's your 

o pinion on labels ? We like the 
title sXe, we like the title 
vegan sXe that's what we are 
pioneers in that area. We are 
the first vegan sXe band to come 

























































































































forward with the truth that 
veganism is necessary for the 
survival of the world. For the 
survival of the natural world I 
should say. And that abortion as 
a means of birth control is 
wrong. i mean people are 

terminating an unborn child when 
they have the funds and means to 
raise it. Or could give the child 
up for adoption. .

Oatsy: Yeah we had a party. That 
was the traditional, annual door 
kicking event. 

Borgy: You can't forget about the 
javelin throw as well. Nathan 
ends up with the mop in his head. 

TELL US ABOUT YOUR TRIP TO 
MELBOURNE. 

Eps: It was pretty good, the 

crowd was pretty good everyone 
got into it. Everyone sort of 
appreciated us there. I think 
because of all the guys who came 
down from Sydney they were on 
holidays as well and that got a 
bit of Melbourne going and 
everyone in Melbourne sort of 
seemed to get into it as well. 
Oatsy: When you play in Sydney 

everyone just stands there, when 
we were down there everyone was 


having fun you know, jumping 
around. The venues were good 
that we played at, the Arthouse 
and the Great Britain. 

Nathan: I think we got a good 

response from the audience, 
probably because we're from out 
of town or something, something 
different. 

WHEN DID YOU START AND A QUICK 
HISTORY ? 

Eps: We started stuffing around 
in this back room here, we had 
another drummer. We didn't have 
Nathan we just stuffed around , 
did a few covers. First song was 
Suicidal's 'I saw your Mommy' and 
everyone got sick of us playing 
that at each party we went to. 
They didn't like the 10 minute 
version of it so we thought we 
would learn another song but that 
was with another drummer and he 
bloody sold out. We went on 
holidays and he left us. 

HOW DID HE SELL OUT? 

Eps: He got tired and decided he 
wanted to go to sleep so he drove 
home and left us up north. 

Oatsy: He wasn't that good, then 
we got Nathan and started getting 
serious. 

HOW MANY SHOWS HAVE YOU PLAYED ? 
Eps: About 3 0. 

Borgy: We played our first show 
at Jellyheads in about November 
'92. 

WHERE DO YOU GET THE BEST 
RESPONSES ? 

Oatsy: Hornsbey Youth Club, 

Hornsbey all ages shows. 

AND WHO ORGANISES THOSE SHOWS ? 
Borgy: A group called Cosmic 

Snail Productions, they've got a 
fair bit to do with it. 

Oatsy: They're just a bunch of 
young dudes 16, 17. 

WHAT'S THE STORY WITH THE 
CRUMPET? 

Borgy: There was this band called 
Crumpet Head they sort of played 
a couple of the early Hornsby 
Shows but they fizzed out because 
they were doing their HSC and 
they used to have one of their 
























































mates come on and he had this big 
foam crumpet on. 

Oatsy: It was a mattress. 

Borgy: Yeah that's right, it was 
a mattress. And he'd just bolt 
from the back of the stage and 
he'd dive and clear many a head.

Nathan: They've had gigs there 

about once a month and they seem 
to get a good crowd each time.

Borgy: Oh that was just rock-star 
status. 

WHAT, YOU KNOW THE OWNER OR 
SOMETHING? 

Borgy: Yeah, it's just who your 
rooting at the time. (Laughter) 
There's just five good bands on 
there. Good production, it's 
pretty pro. 

Eps: We met him at Cory Clarks 

Dude Ranch. 

WHAT ISSUES DOES SAVAGE CABBAGE 
SING ABOUT? 

Nathan: I think Eps makes most of 
the lyrics up. 

Oatsy: Eps makes up the worst 
words you've ever heard. Just as 
well you can't understand them. 
They mean nothing. 

SO NO SONGS MEAN ANYTHING? 

Borgy: Some songs do. 

Oatsy: We'd write a song in 

practice, the music then Eps 
would just scream stupid words 
that fit and then it would just 
stay like that. But it still 
works. 

Eps: That song that's on the 

Circle Storm 7", Tension, that's 
sort of serious. That's not about 
having fun. 

WHAT'S THAT ABOUT? 

Eps: Ah..Dunno. 

BUT DON'T YOU HAVE SONGS ABOUT 
SKATEBOARDING OR SOMETHING ABOUT

Eps: There's one about 

skateboarding called grindarama. 
That's just a bit of compilation 
about a heap of skateboarding.
